her friends the neareft way to Heaven, that fhe might 
poffefs their eftates. They took their time to ettedt 
this project, and in about four or five years fhe that at 

firft was worth little or nothing became vaftly rich, , 

through the death of her relations, having removed 

all of them by this divelifh art, as fhe faw convenient, 
without any fufpicion. And being incouraged by the 
fiuccefs, fhe proceeded by degrees to take away all her 
enemies ; but at laft by an accident, as the mifcarry- 
age of a Letter, or fome {uch thing, they were dif- 
covered, and he took fuch a dofe of his own prepara- 
tion as foon put him out of the power of the law, but 
fhe received publick juftice: The Jndians have alfo 
his Art to perfe@ion.

If any ones,head akes ,their manner is to take a lamb, 
or a young kki, and to beat it as long as it can ftand, 
and when it falls to the ground they imagine the pain 
will pafS from theirs to the head of the Animal, 
Their method of helping women in labour is not lef{§ 
comical, as foon as a woman falls ill they fend for

The Religion chiefly profeft among thein is Mabo-

Speaking to the Ifraclites 
cf the Pricits, fays, dbem tbe Lord thy God bas chofen to 
Minifler unto bim, and tp ble{s in the name of the Lord ; 
And in another place Aaron is {aid to be fepurated that 
be fhou'd fanitify the mofi koly things, be and tis fons for 
ever, 10 bum infence before the Lord, to minifter unto kim 


andto blefs in vis name. Striétly (peaking, the Piieft . 


was the peoples advocate with God, and the miniftry 
required of Aarons fons was various. It Generally re- 
lated either to the Altar of incenfe, within the vail, 
here they were obliged to offer up incenie, this was 
the wmoft holy place, where the high Prieft only was 
allowed toenter, but from that place to the brazen 
Altar the inferiour Priefts mightenter. Their othce 
alfo related to the Alter of durnr offering without, 
Rherein they were obliged to fprinkle the blood, as 
in Leviticus they werecommanded to do ; by the door 
of the Tabernacle ; to put fire and wood on the Altar. 
The people being forbid to approach the Altar to 
Mjnifter, tho they were permitted to carry it in the 
Wilderncfs. To burn the parts; To remove the 
Athes, and the Pricft having put on his veftments, 
frail take up tke aftes which the fre kas conjumed with the 
burnt offering, or woken the fire bas confumed' the burnt 
oficring. Lev. 6.10, And to offer the memorial of the 
meat offering. ‘Iwas likewife a part of their imploy- 
ment to light the Lamps ; To blow the Trumpets, to 
fudge of the Leprofy ; And to order and difpofe the 
fire upen the Altar which was never quite extinguifh- 
ed. Ytwas alfothe work of feveral of ’enito gather, 
fas feems to be intimated by the word Prieffs Lev. 1. 
8 ) To lay the parts, the bead, and the far, in order upon 
the teoad, or fire, which was on the Altar. 

The work and othce of the Levites, was to Minifter 
to the Priefis, Num. 2. Bring the Tribe of Levi near, 
ard prefent tiem before Aaron the Pricft, thar they may 
minifter untohim. To (erve at the Tabernacle, as ap- 
pears, by their being commanded to keep the charge 
of the whole congregation, aud hereia they ferved 
the people, 2 Chr. 35.3. Jofiah faid umo the Levites 
who taught ali Ijracl, & Levi's three fons Gerfhon, Ko- 
bath and Mierart, had each a particular charge. The 
Gerfborites were to take care of she Tabernacle, the 
tent, the covering thereof, and the banging for the door of 
the Tabernsele of she Congregation, and the hangings of 
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she Court, ec. Lev. 3. 26,27 The Xcatlites had the 
Ark under their charge, the Table, Caxdlefick,the Aitars 
and the Veffels ofthe Sarcluary, &c. v. 31. And under 
the Merarites was the charge of the Beards of the Tg. 
bernacle, the bars, and pillars thereof, Ge The tons of 
nse “tage? tarry the fantiuafwyand all which be 
jonged to it; till after the Temple was built, when 
they were excufed fromits; but then tkey were ap 
sointed tobe fingers in. and porters at the feverai pares 
of the Temple, They had the charge ot the irea- 
fure of the houfe of God, and of thofe things which 
were dedicated. And in Davids time, they were ispe
